“$2,410,000,000 for the fiscal year ending September 30,
1999.”.

(b) OBLIGATIONAL AUTHORITY.—Section 47104(¢)
of such title is amended by striking “August 6, 1999,”
and inserting “‘September 30, 1999,”.

(¢) LIQUIDATION OF CONTRACT AUTHORIZATION.—
The provision of the Department of Transportation and
Related Agencies Appropriations Act, 1999, with the cap-
tion “GRANTS-IN-AID FOR AIRPORTS (LIQUIDATION OF
CONTRACT AUTHORIZATION) (AIRPORT AND AIRWAY
TRUST FUND)” is amended by striking “Code: Provided
Sfurther, That no more than $1,660,000,000 of funds lim-
ited under this heading may be obligated prior to the en-
actment of a bill extending contract authorization for the

Grants-in-Aid for Airports program to the third and
